Must Arrive At Truth 
Says Historian Rowse

. Professor A.L. Rowse concluded the last of the three Sir Edward Beatty Memorial Lectures on 
'"The Responsibility of The Historian" with the stdlerneht that "the prime object of the historian Is to 
arrive at:the truth of the matter,^and,to be'Open, honest and candid In his Interpretations.

Rowse stated that all other ef- 
fects of history are secondary, and 
historians who make these other 
■ effects their main concern arc ir- 
responsible to their art. 

He explained that many such 
historians arc mere propagandists 
for their respective- political par- 
ties, and that often history has 
been deliberately written to affect 
political events. As an., example, 
he said that the. English :^'havë 
tended to adopt too insular'a point 
of view. ■ \ . 
* Because .ofj^/theydaiigeriiofxbias 
in ' ;case8';.bf >p61iUcal:^ainUaU^ 
Rowse. said that much can' be' said 
for a historian who lives ' on the 
fringes of two cultures, and is not 
immersed in either one. - 

For his example, Rowse gave 
Jacob Burckhardt, who lived in 
Switzerland, and remained on tïïe 
borderline politically. Because he 
was free from party loyalties, ho 
had no illusions, and was able to 



correctly .diagnose many situations modern historians have turned into 
in the twentieth century. ["Journalist historians", as they

Tonight's session, scheduled for 
8 pm in the Union Ballroom, will 
house a debate on -the govern- 
menl's major bill— a "white pa- 
per" on defence^and{nuclear arms, 
as well as a dlseussionTdn^two pri- 
vate members' "bills tabled from 
the first meeting and chosen by 
the Speaker. 

Speaker 

Professor J.R. Mallory, Chairman 
of the Department of Economics 
and Political Science, acting as 
Speaker of the House read the 
Speech from the Throne, which 
presented the Liberal platform. 
The Speech advocated the approval 
of a "white paper" on defence ond 
the adoption of nuclear arms for 
Canadian troops serving under 
NATO command, the Institution of 
Economic integration with the Uni- 
ted States and the Western Allies, 
and the formation of a Ministry of 
Economics -to assure the coordina- 
tion of economic research and plan- 
ning. 

In addition the Liberals favour- 
ed free education at all levels, a 
law providing for volume and con- 
trol of election expenses, the insti- 
tution of a Royal Commission to 
study the problems of biculturallsm 
and billngualism, and the adoption 
of a design for a distinctive Cana- 
dian flag and of "0 Canada" as the 
national anthem. 

Morrie Baum, leader of the NDP. 
Opposition then presented his ma- 
jor bills, which included planned 
medical care, the formation of a 
federal investment' board -and a 
public investment' corporation and 
an act pertaining to censorship in 
Ca.nada. ° " • • 
Question Period 

A question and answer period 
followed the presentation of the. 
major bills, and this provided so- 
me amusing questions and answers. 
A member of the NDP demanded 
to know whether General Norstad 
had been appointed chief advisor 
for the Liberal defence policy. NDP 
Baum questioned the Minister of 
External Affairs (John - Garson) 
asking whether the arms that Ca- 
nada had sent to Portugal would 
be used in Angola, and if so why.

IcsislaUon was presented to the 
Premier Monday by a Provincial 
delegation on the subject. 

Telegram 

The Liberal Club tclceram read : 
"The McGiU Liberal Club urges im- 
mediate adoption at this session of 
the Quebec Législature of anti-dis- 
crimination legislation wjth respect 
to fair accommodation and fair em- 
ployment opportunities. We deplo- 
re the apparent hesitancy on the 
part of the Premier as to the advi- 



sability of adopting such legisla- 
tion." 

Cliff Post, speaking for the Libe- 
ral Club, commented, "The word- 
ing of the telegram should not be 
regarded as too harsh. Considering 
the importance of such legislation 
we should even be more seVere. 
Tlic Province of Quebec Is one in 
which civil liberties have been sa- 
crificed too often for political rea- 
sons. Mr. Lcsage has done a gdod 
job in cleaning up the corruption 
that existed under the Union Natio- 
nale, but this situation is appalling 
and must end." 



Historian Rowse • . .

have been influenced and "mother- 
ed by the mass demands". These 
effects are easily seen In the in- 
dreasing materialism of the ' mo^ 
dern world and what Rowse called 
the "laying waste of the mind" 
through the mass media of tele- 
vision, films, radio and newspa- 
pers. 

He asserted, however, that even 
though all literature is now in the 
process of turning into journalism, 
the true works of art will always 
remain, and Uiose such as Yeats 
and Eliot will ctu-ry on the culture. 

"The past is a supreme spiritual 
heritage, and the continuum of 
the culture of permanent works of 
art, scientific thought and. liter- 
ature is provided, by history"; 
Rowse said. :/ 

Turning to another aspect of the 
historian's responsibility, Rowse 
pointed out that his duty to the 
public is highly regarded on both 
sides. He claimed that history was 
one of the most popular reading 
fields- of the nineteenth century. 

Public Opinion 

Rowse showed that historians 
can play a large part in the 'form- 
ation of public opinion. 'Carlyle 
aroused a sense of moral ' respon- 
sibility in •Victorian England; he 
influcnci^d Dickens and Ruskin and 

- mitigated the callous consequen- 
ces of the "laissez-faire trend" -of 

- the' times. 

Often, Rowse pointed out, the 
influence can bo dctremcntal and 
dangerous. Grci)t damage was done 
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Cablo addttti "Flaural" T,l. VI. S i:iS 



by J. M. Keynes in his "Economic 
Consequences Of The Peace", 
writtenr'after World War I in 
order to pacify the Germans. This 
book undermined the morality of 
the Treaty of Versailles and. open< 
ed the way for Germany's claim 
to equal rights (equal .arms 
rights). . • 

Keynes and A.J.P. Taylor, who 
wrote "Origin of World War 11", 
which stated something to the 
effect that Hitler was as little to 
blame as England and France for 
the war, Rowse called "irrespon 
sible historians". They are not 
able to fool the student oii history, 
he said, but the uninformed reader 
is at the mercy of these writers' 
ideas. 'This is what occurs when 
a ' talented historian . becomes a 
television star", he commented. 

He concluded by saying that 
because history is a mirror of, life, 
judgments must not be avoided 
and should be made. He said that 
history should "enlighten the 
world as to how situations came 
to be) as^tliey^iioWiexist;;

Transistor Listener,, 
In the midst of the'istormy; deba- 
te. Minister of 'Trade Stan liartt, 
after a brief consultation with Mi- 
nister of Labour Cytrynbaum, who 
sat calmly in the midst of his col- 
leagues listening to a transistor ra- 
dio, leaped to his feet to announce 
that "a certain gentleman from 
Prince Albert is just that" and that 
the present federal government 
had been overthrown. 

The debate continued with each 
opposition parly reviewing their 
differences of policy with the Li- 
beral. Government, and the govern- 
ment, in - return, upholding their 
platform as the only solution to 
the problems that Canada is now 
facing. - 

Two sub-amendments and one 
amendment followed the debate. 
Robert Prinsky,:CTCM, advocated 
a vote' of non-confidence in the go- 
vernment, based on the "lack of 
positive action of the present -gp- 
vernmeht, especially as evidenced 
in its failure to put forth a clear 
policy regarding nuclear warheads 
for missiles on Canadiait^soU,SkPéx 
ter Sampson,^P.C;^^ ' 



"this goviimment 'has lost the con- 
fidence of tills' House because it 
has abandoned the' principle of 
free enterprise." Both these siib- 
amendnients wore defeated by vo- 
tes of 131-29 and 40-8 respccitvcly. 

Non-Confidence 

Morrie Baum of the NDP propo- 
sed a vote of non-confidence "in 
the present government because of 
its consistent policy of half-heart- 
ed, incomplete and inadequate mea- 
sures as particularly exhibited in 
its defence policy, and in its econo- 
mic policy, which makes no con- 
crete provision for real govern- 
ment economic p 1 a n n i n g". His 
amendment hbd. the' same end as 
the other two on a vote of 42-18, 

Prime Minister Paul Labbé then 
rose to move the acceptance of the 
Speech from the Throne "as read". 
Although, the Opjposition united 
solidly, against the 'proposal, they 
were unable to upset the Liberal 
government,- which approved the 
passing of this motion by 2 votes 
— their majority in Parliament. 

The. session ended with both the 
Government and the Opposition 
uniting for the, first, time during 
the-evening^to . ^gji, rendition . of

An Unlamented End 

Five years seven months - and twenty-six days 
after it was voted into office by the Canadian people, 
the government of John Diefenbaker, tarn by internal 
dissension, condémried before the 'whole world for its 
fatuous . blundering over the defence issue and des- 
pised, according to every available indication, by the 
overvyhelming . majority of the nation, has lost the 
confidence of the House of Commons. Defeat came 
almost as an anticlimax after a week of crises that 
sow the resignation of one cabinet minister, tbe appa- 
rent 'defection of several -more, and the hourly expec- 
tation of an end to the most dismally ineffectual par- 
liament since Confederation, it was obvious towards 
the end that the Prime Minister, faced with certain 
disaster in the inevitable election, was holding grimly 
to the remnants of his office as the reality of power 
collapsed around his ears. IHe hoped, as he always 
has hoped, that "tomorrov/" would bring sorne unfore- 
seen improvement in the^sftuation, but the ihisyitable 
caught up with hlin^THe|Prirrw^ who^ pro-" 

crastinated with -regard to every major decision re- 
quired of' him in nearly six years of office, denied 
himself even the possibility of securing a dissolution of 
the House before defeat overtook him. . 

The story of John Diefenbaker was not tragedy' 
in the classic sense, for the dimensions of the prota- 
gonist were lacking. It varied rather from melodratna 
to force. The end was a sordid one for a Prime 
Minister who hod aspired to emulate Macdonald. He 
hod seemed, for a time, to capture the Imiagination of 
the Canadian people, as only one Statesman does in 
a generation, i^e failed to grapple with the problems 
which they expected him to sqlye.^He survived , the 
1962 election, which his part)pran|serà in the po- 
pular vote, owing to the unforeseen rise'of Social Credit 
in Quebec which denied the Liberals their expected 
support from that province. He can hardly survive the 
next one. • ~ ' • 

History will judge John Diefenbaker, and it will 
not judge him kindly. He campaigned on his claim 
to have restored thé' health of the economy a week 
before he was forced to reveal the most serious 
monetary crisis of our generation. He muttered, im- 
pressively about the need for national unity, and 
dismissed an inquiry info English-French relations as a 
waste of time. He made procrastination à way of life. 
He thundered denuncfationTof Communism," which he 
combatted by sowing discord in the Western alliance 
and evolving J a. defence policy so esoteric that his 
own 'Minister bf National Defence proved unable to 
understand if: irhough the skies darkened his -excuse 
was the same«. . yesterday, and today, and forever. 
It was not he, the Prime Minister, who was responsible 
for the; çdùHtryfs problems. It was the "old 'gang", 
the bureoucmts, the "socialists in disguise", and of 
course-the Americans, who frustrated his plans to faring 
light to the universe. History wllL dismiss these as 
the excuses of a charlatan. We are content to let 
the Canadian people judge them In the approaching 
election.

ensure full emptflyioent andltbe 
equitable distiitniUonfof 'wealth. 

.Mr. Rabin strives to attain 
"the freest possible private 
group or. individual activity with 
the least . possible^gorarjunent 
interference.". I {agrèSKWhole- 
heartly with the 'first part of 
. this statement, but not with the 
second. ■ ' -iiv y:': 

I submit that government in- 
•tervention is necessary for the 
"freest possible activity." Cana- 
da has a relatively large degree 
of . political freedom, but an em- 
barrassing lack of economic ' 
freedom. 

• What rights,- for example, 
does the. unorganized worker 
have? What rights does the 
small business have? What rights 
does the coal industrialist have 
in the face of the giant Dominion 

. Steel and Coal Companyt, What

- facturer , have in the' face of 

.Dominion Textiles Limited? I 
beli^eve that'^overnment has the 
Tight and the; duty, to preserve 

. the.economie.rigiits of those who 
do not have the economic power 
to protect themselves.- 

Alr. Rabin.does not think that 
the "incentives of individual 
achievement, and 'profit", should 
be "suppressed by a heavy 
handed government". Neither I 
nor the Jiew Democratic Party 
wish, to suppress the business 
community in its legitimate ac- 
tivities. i.e., in thrae fields which 
it can best. perform; -Indeed,'; we 
recognize that the business com- 
^munity l]as a vital part to play 
ia theismooth functioning of our° 
economy. We' recognize 'that the 
majority of abuses stemming 
from private enterprise are not 
duei to conscious malevolence 
on the part of those in charge, 
but are due. to ihV, system itself. 

At thé same time, we believe 
that the. ; government also has 
a role to|pIiv|MUie- economy; 
it must^cR^p tbbsè ^ tasks 
which it can'do'betteiritKih^i^ri- 
vate enterprise. . Moreover^^we; 
have observed that^^goyernmènt 
has not acted hi' these arèàs^ 
and responsibility for them^bais 
either gone to the private sector 
by default, or have been left 
ignored altogether. 

Mr. Rabin is 'Opposed to the

of tlie American Revolution 
(who can probably be most fitly 
called America's sacred cows). 
It Is hardly necessary to point 



luable, but are often just anti-' 
Communist propaganda. Not ' 
treated in this book, the subject 
demands a book of its own.. 

Strangely -enough, the assault 
on textbooks is less successful 
now than it was fifty years ago, 
when texts covering the Civil 
War (which, in deference to the 
South, is stiU caUed "the War 
between the States") were dis- 
tributed in regional editions,. 

Most 
of the rightist campaigns des- 
' bribed meet with defeat, except 
those in Texas and Uissls^ippi 
where the. torch of liberalism 
has never been held very high. 

But, at the authors and t«- 
vtral hiiloriani rightly point out, 
the princlpak danger It not that 
tht fanatics win a few local wart, 
but that textbooks become In- 
crtatlngly bland in an effort to 
avoid ' being "eonirovertlal".

they have already succeeded ma- 
gnificently —.and (hit applies 
tel Canadian as well at American 
texts., And even tlie .leatt tophlt- 
fleeted ' reectionary mutt realize 
that Young people fed up with 
their own hittory and accutlom- 
ed to. fact without Interpretation 
are not tlic best proponenft.of 
Americanism. 

Nelson and Roberts put the 
blame for this situation on the 
publislicr, the communications 
media who have largely neglect- 
ed the problem, and the igno- 
rance and indifference of the 
general public. Perhaps most 
culpable are the publishers, who 
have never jittempted any direct 
collective action to oppose state 
or local censorship. As Texas 
writer Frank Dobie says,' ."The 
publishers "are so compliant that 
tfostïo{£themt would print the 
't'ânsifln^Hindu if the buyers 
preferred. Their aim is to offend 
nobody. The result is negative 
— something as dull as a Ph.D. 
thesis in a department of edu- 
cation." 

Only a few carping criticisms 
. can be made of this highly read-' 
able and most valuable book. 
The authors are ..newspaper re- 
portm'^and while this makes 
fâ^^^môre llve^ly style than 
Midwestern Academic, there are 
times biiel wishes for more "res- 
traint Thé' Ibiks at^, thoi^cnds 
of chapters are • unnecessarily 
melodramatic; the little charac- 
ter sketches are a la Luce; and 
when "an author of this book" 
interviews one of the right-wing 
villahis, we are often provided 
with an obtrusive séries of run- 
ning comments, presumably to 
guard against divided allegian- 
ces. Finally, since main cmpha- . 
sis Is on censorship for political 
reasons, censorship on grounds 
of alleged obscenity (The Cat- 
dttir in the Rye took a beating 
tvike in. the same year) is not 
given the space it deserves.

It is a narrative 
written in the first person with 
the help of U. Gordon Green, a 
long-time friend of Selkc's and a 
prominent magazine editor. 

Among the anecdotes and per- 
sonalities that Selke discusses, se- 
veral are classics, based on fint- 
hand behind* the -scenes ;infonna- 
tlpn. It Is only when he strings to- 
gether long lists of players promi- 
nent In the 1030s. that the book 
assumes' the somewhat more boring 
dimensions of n scrapbook. But the- 
se few instances are more than al- 
leviated by the colorful references 
to events and figures in hockey's 
history. 

It is doubtful if a more complete 
picture of Connie Smythe, founder 
of the Maple Leafs and Maple Leaf 
Gardens, was ever written. Selkc 
fpces Smythe from the time he 
was the star forward and captain 
of Varsity Juniors in 1017, through 
his coadUng experiences with Var- 
sity, to his present status as the 
power behind the Maple Leaf or- 
ganization. 

An interesting sidelight, parti- 
cularly from our standpoint, Is the 
frequent reference In the book to 
U of T hockey teams 'back in the 
1015-30 périod. Unknown to me be- 
fore I read-the^book'was the fact 
that Smythe In 'addition to starring 
for ^Varsity Junion,;later coached 
à U^'of T Grada team which won 
the Olympics. for.'Canadà In 10^7. 
Selke's 8ssociatlori;:«lth 'U of T 
was le» athletic; for years hé work- 
ed for; the superïntèndéht's depart- 
ment :M|an|ieIectrIcIah while help- 
ing to' riiiT amateur hockey teams 
In Ontario. 

The highlight of the book is un' 
questionably Selke's on-the-spot re 
creation of the famous Ace Bailey' 
Eddy Shore incident. As assistant 
to Smythe for the Maple Leafs from 
1929 to 1946, Selke was of course 
present at the game, played in Bos 
ton in December, 1033. The pathos, 
drama, and excitement created in 
this chapter are almost worth the 
price of the book alone.. 



Paralleling the Shore-Bailey inci- 
dent in hockey history is the fa- 
mous St. Patrick's Day riot at the 
Montreal Forum in March of 1053. 
And Selkc's presentation here is 
just as revealing. Interesting to no- 
te is tiic reference to Canadien 
coach Dick Irvin's constant goading 
of Maurice Richard, which Selke 
intimates may have been largely 
responsible for the Rocket's suspen- 
sion and the. ensuing riot. 

Much about Irvin, who died .in 
1957, is learned from the book — 
much, in fact, that I'm sure hasn't 
been revealed in print before. Sel- 
ke describes Irvin's restless nature 
in building Canadiens into the most 
powerful hockey club the world 
has ever seen, and how, beliind it 
all, nobody knew Irvin was suffer- 
ing from the cancer that would 
eventually take his life. 

Beyond all Ute stories and per- 
sonalities Selke devotes the last 
few chapters to those plajxrs and 
builders of the game whom he con- 
siders foremost; the Clancys, the 
Conachers,- the Rldiards, the Mo- 
renzs. And he's quick to select the 
greatest hockey, -team he's ever 
seen In his 69 years — the Cana- 
diens of 1050-60, who gave Mont- 
real Its fifth Stanley Cup in as 
niany years. 

Although Behind th* Chetring 
is a look at hockey behind the sce- 
nes by one of the game's builders, 
it is in effect an autobiography. In 
this respect the emphasis is on hoc- 
key because that has been Frank 
Selke's life. But intermingled is an- 
other Interest of Selke's that in 
no way detracts from the book — 
his. interest in poultry, not as a 
fanner but as what he terms a 
'•chicken fancier". It is this com- 
mon Interest In chickens that ori- 
ginally brought Selke and Green 
together and his occasional refe- 
rence to this hobby adds enough 
divergence to the book to make it 
lightly enjoyable without evading 
the topic. 

^ In short, this work Is unlike the 
previous "efforts" about Canada's 
great national game, in that it is 
aimed above the high school set. 
It is enjoyable reading for anyone, 
whether he be a student of hockey 
or not
